laical Help Employed 
About 90 m en are employed in the 
various projects of the gas company 
in connection w ith the transfer to 
natural gas In this community in 
the early future. 
All of the 90 
men, except ten, are employed lo­ 
cally. 
T he company stmt ten gas 
line experts here to supervise the I 
work. 
Earl D. C lutter, superintendent, of 
W ashington, Pa., is in cliarge of the 
work. 
About 65 men are at work tapping 
the natural gas line near Biglerville, 
on the G ettysburg-Biglervllle-Car- 
lisle road. 
The natural gas line 
extends from the West Virginia gas 
fields through tine state of Pennsyl­ 
vania and th e nearest line is six 
miles north of town on the Bigler­ 
ville road. 
The gas line will be tapped and 
the crew of m en will lay a new line 
from the n atural gas line into the 
Gettysburg plant, 
To Better Present Supply 
Another crew of about 20 men is 
at work connecting “dead ends” of 
gas lines in Gettysburg. This work 
will assure local consumers of gas 
of a more uniform flow and pressure 
a t all hours. 
Heretofore consumers 
it or near the “dead ends” com ­ 
plained of low pressure during the 
m eal-tim e hours when the gas was 
being more 
freely used by con­ 
sumers and naturally became a l­ 
most exhausted when it reached the 
dead end. 
By connecting the “dead ends’ 
Mr. C lutter said th at pressure would 
be uniform throughout the town at 
all hours. 
Another crew of a half dozen m en 
is at work installing new storage 
tanks and new pipes at the gas 
plant. 
Everything is expected to be in 
readiness for natural gas in about 
three weeks.

ings, dresses, suits, boys pants and coats, overcoats and every other 
kind of wearing apparel for boys and girls. 
Cotton Cloth Experted Soon 
‘T cannot stress too much the urgent need for these articles at 
once. 
Every day we are besieged with requests for clothes. 
Parents 
plead for some assistance so th a t they might send their children to 
school and conditions are such th a t we must make tins public .ap­ 
peal for help at once,’ Miss McMillan concluded. 
Anyone having any kind of old clothes is urged to send them to 
the Red Cross rooms at once. 
The 14,000 yards of cotton cloth to be shipped here for relief 
work have not been received. It is expected any day but the need of 
old clothes is extremely urgent ut this time.

Gettysburg will clean out Rock 
creek and its tributaries this winter 
ith funds from the Talbot fund, if 
the recommendation is approved by 
Governor Gifford Pinchot. 
Members of the Gettysburg town 
council requested Dr. Henry W. A. 
Hanson, chairm an of the Adams 
county unemployment relief com­ 
mittee, to recommend to Governor 
Pinchot th a t the cleaning, widening 
and dredging of Rock creek and its 
tributaries be the main project in 
rendering aid, in the form of food, 
to the unemployed of Gettysburg 
and Adams county. 
To See Governor 
Doctor 
Hanson announced 
this 
morning th at he would call on Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot and solicit his ap­ 
proval of the proposed improve­ 
ment to Rock creek. 
It was felt in 
Gettysburg th at the governor would 
approve the recommendation when 
he receives Doctor Hanson. 
Councilmen suggested th at ap ­ 
proximately 
three 
and 
one-half 
miles of Rock creek and its tribu­ 
taries 
be 
cleaned, 
widened 
and 
dredged 
of 
filth and 
the 
creek 
placed 
in improved condition 
to 
eliminate the stench and mosquito 
breeding places along its banks. 
Councilmen and Doctor Hanson 
feel th a t this is the most im portant 
project to be undertaken a t this 
time and if the governor will ap ­ 
prove the plan work will be started 
immediately. 
Money Not Available 
Under provisions of the Talbot act 
no moneys can be given outright 
Tor relief of the unemployed but 
all money m ust be used for th e 
purchase of food for those in want. 
If the Rock creek project is un­ 
dertaken all labor will be from the 
unemployed ranks and wages will be 
in the form of food. 
It is also proposed that the wid- 
ning, cleaning and dredging of 
Rock creek will be amplified by a 
modified beautification program. 
It 
was said th a t the state will furnish 
approxim ately 
2,000 
trees 
to 
be 
planted along the banks of the creek 
and on adjacent land to beautify 
this section of town. 
Meeting Tonight 
Pending approval of the plan by 
Governor Pinchot the relief com­ 
mittee will make a survey of the 
county to ascertain the exact num ­ 
ber of unemployed men and to make 
plans for the employment of these 
men on the project. 
“I feel that this is a worthwhile 
project and I feel confident Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot will approve our 
recommendation,” Doctor Hanson 
said this morning. 
“This is per­ 
haps the most worthwhile thing 
we can do at this time. It will be 
a permanent improvement for the 
entire community and something 
that will benefit everybody—the 
elimination 
of 
this 
obnoxious 
stench and filth stream creek. 
I 
am pleased with the request of the 
town council and I am in hearty 
accord with the plan.” 
The relief committee will meet 
tonight in the court house.

"All 
transmissible 
dl.sease 
out­ 
breaks such as hog cholera, glan­ 
ders and anthrax, are spread from 
one preml.se to another by .someone 
or by som ething,” they explained. 
"Such outbreaks don’t ju.st strike 
luny place like lightning; tho are 
usually the result of thoughtless­ 
ness or carelessness. 
"It is splendid to expre.ss sym ­ 
pathy to a neighbor for the loss of 


hogs from cholera or cattle from 
tuberculosis or abortion, but it is 
safer and wiser to do it over the 
telephone than over the barnyard 
gate. 
"Many severe outbreak.s of trans­ 
missible livestock diseases have been 
traced to the curiosity or sympathy 
of one or more neighbors in an­ 
other’s m isfortune. 
They visit the 
yards or barns where the anim als 
died and. before the proper official:* 
are notied of the trouble, the germ:

Millford reports that two men 
and a woman killed 126 rattlesnakes 
In one day on an area in Bradford 
county near Satterlee Run on a 
tract of timber land that burned 
over last year. 
Rangers in charge of state forest 
road and trail burning crews 
in 
the north tier counties report that 
the men often average one rattler 
a day. A state forest road worker 
in Tioga county recently killed one 
which, although only eighteen inch­ 
es long, and seven rattles and a 
button,

tions. 
“Pennsylvania is largely a m oun­ 
tainous, rural state, its industries 
being concentrated at certain points, 
Miss Hackbush said. “In these rural 
sections we find everywhere little 
pockets or foci of defective families. 
They have been engaged in indus­ 
tries now abandoned in these locali­ 
ties—lum bering, tanning, milling or 
oil. 
T he more competent families 
have moved on; those less compe­ 
tent have stayed behind. 
Roads Make Change 
‘ W ith the coming of the m a 
chine 
even 
such simple jobs as 
working on the roads, or lumbering, 
have bocomee more complicated and 
beyond the capacities of these fam ­ 
ilies, and they have not been able 
to exist w ithout charity, either pub­ 
lic or private. Improved state roads 
have opened up hitherto unknown 
and neglected territory, and fam ­ 
ilies of 
the 
type described have 
come to our attention in Increasing 
num bers. 
We expect them to con­ 
form to our standards, an im pos­ 
sible task, and then they fall into 
the hands of the school attendance 
officer, a social agency, or the court. 
"A fter m any years of much agi­ 
tation, suitable legislation and con­ 
stantly 
increasing 
appropriations 
we still find the problem of the 
m ental defective as serious as ever. 
Our institutions, in common 
with

waiting lists;

System Started 1922 
In June,. 1922, the bureau of m cn- 
eal h ealth began a system of state­ 
wide clinics, w ith the objective th at J 
gradually all defectives in a com­ 
m unity would be identified and reg­ 
istered at th e central office. 
Th * 
clinic history provides space for the 
nam es of three generations, u state­ 
m ent as to the .school achievem ent 
of various members of the family 
and any history of m ental defi­ 
ciency in the family. Field workers 
who have been with the bureau as 
long as clinics have 
been organ­ 
ized in th eir territory are now well 
acquainted with many of the de­ 
fective groups in these sections. 
T he bureau arranged for com m it­ 
m ent of all members of defective 
fam ilies in so far as limited in­ 
stitution 
accommodations 
permit 
‘ Much of th e success in clearing up 
these foci of m ental defect depends 
on th e cooperation of public offi­ 
cials and the courts, their com pre­ 
hension of the fact that the initial 
cost for care, 
while heavy, is less 
than the ultim ate cost of neglect 
and th e ir willingness to do some­ 
thing about it,” Miss Hackbush de­ 
clared.
